The pres- 
cuve of force and intelligence is as dis- 
cernible to the senses as is that of mat- 
ter, and science dares not assert that the 
one is the product of the otber. The 
unbridged chasm between mind and mat- 
ter haa never been spanned by an innate 
potentiality of atomic athoits. The 
kingdom of matter is even more limited 
and certain in its boundaries than is the 
realm of mind. For the one can be 
measured and weighed in its elements 
and their combinations, while the other 
is as boundless as the flight of thought 
and as deep as the affections and pas- 
sions of the human soul Man may, to 
acertain extent, control the winds and 
the waves, but not the thoughts or rva- 
son of the human mind. We may by 
dyke or wall resist the tides of the ocean, 
but the very effort or attempt to furget 
an incident only impresses it more viv- 
idly on our memory.

The tiger is crouch- 
ing, ready to spring whenever it shall 
suit the men who hold the chains to 
unleash her. What are the Spiritual- 
ists going to do about it? Is this, too, 
one of the ticklish subjects which, like 
the discussions of labor and capital in a 
spiritualistic paper, so exasperate certain 
buttermilk Spiritualists? Is there not 
something in the claims of Spiritualism 
besides angel breathings and halos? If 
Spiritualists, or those who dub them- 
selves thus, would devote a little more 
attention to the Jesuits and political 
shysters and less time in bolstering up 
and whitewashing poltroous of the 
Archer stamp who masquerade as me- 
diums, the respect, if not the allegiance 
of thinking people, would be accorded 
them and they would then be iz line to 
demand a hearing before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion. 

Nothing herein set forth refers in any 
respect to the integrity of people who, 
linked to the Christian Church in any of 
its guises, still hold to the necessity for 
absolute separation of the State from 
Church denomination.

MARTYRS OF SCIENCE. 
Before the times of Galileo and of 


the country still had room enough to 
sleep inthe open air. But we did not 
hear of a priest suffering from hunger 
nor refusing a starving Biddy's contri- 
bution at the confessional. The fumes 
of the altar were just as rich, and sacer- 
dotal oil just as plentiful and as worth 
less as the prayers that jostled the cob- 
webs up amongst the rafters. Upwards 
of £1,500,000,000 are tied up in untaxed 
Churches in the United States. At two 
per cent, taxation it wonld yield £30,000,- 
ooo annually. At present it only serves 
to point to the most stupendous dead- 
head religion on the globe, and not ouly 
that, but an insufferable robbery of the 
people's wealth. If this vast sam was 
available and wisely distributed in re- 
ducing taxation on the homes and in- 
dustries of the people it would of itself 
extirpate uninvited poverty forever from 
this country. But no! Shorn pates, 
gout, and intrigue must be supported. 
Labor can stand dejected at the plow 
with starved horses in the furrow ; babes 
may suckle at the dugs of poverty ; men 
may be turued back upon tke line with 
beasts, but the sweet chimes must ring 
out from gilded domes a pean of joy to 
Jesus, while mitred priests turn the 
spigot of the inquisitorial canteen and 
squirt holy water upon the great un- 
washed.

TO FORM SPIRIT-CIRCLES. 

As opinions vary somewhat on this subject~ 
largely due to individual experience in the 
matter—we herewith suggest a plan that might 
be temporarily adopted, and leave it to the ex- 
perimenters to make changesas they intuitive- 
ly feel inclined or impressed to do. 

A circle of four, six, or eight persons,’ half of 
whom should be either females or persons of a 
negative temperamentis a safe or promising 
namber to begin with, and the nearer related 
the better, 

For table-manuifestations, which is the alpha 
bet to Spiritualism, sit positive and negative 
alternately, secure against disturbance, in sub- 
dued light, and in comfortable and uncon- 
strained positions, round an uncovered table 
of convenient size. Place the palms of the 
hands fiat upon its apper surface. 

Do not concentrate attention too fixedly op 

the expected manifestation. Engage in cheer. 
ful but not frivolous conversation. If couver- 
sation flags, music isa great help, ifit be agree- 
able to all, and not of a kind to irritate the sen 
sitive ear. Patience is essential, and it may be 
necessary to meet ten or twelve times et short 
intervals before anything occurs, If after such 
2 trial you still fail, form a fresh circle. Guess 
ıt the reason of your failure, eliminate the in 
harinonions elements, and introduce others. 
An hour should be the limit of an unsuccessful 
~tance, 

Ifthe table moves, let your pressure be.so 
geatle on its surface that you are sure you are 
not aiding its motions. 

When you think that the time has come, Jet 
some one take command of the circle aud act 
as spokesman. Explain tothe unseen Iatelli- 
zence that an agreed code of signals is desir. 
ible, aud ask that a tilt may be given 2s the 
alphabet is slowly repeated atihe sereral let 
ters which form the word that the Intelligence 
wiskes to speli.

When a satisfactory communication has been 
established, ask if yon are rightly placed, and 
if not, what order you sbould take. Alter thi» 
ask who the Intelligence purports to be, and 
which of the company is the mediam., 

The signais may take the form of raps. If so, 
ase the same code of signals, and ask, ss tke 
raps become clear, that they be made on the 
table, or im apart of the room where they are 
demonstrably not prodcced by any natural 
means, but avoid any vexatious imposition of 
restriclion on free communication. Let the 
Istelligeace use its owa means; ifthe attempt 
to communicate deserves your attention, it 
probably has something to say to you, and will 
resent being hampered by useless iaterfereave. 
It rests greatly with the sitters to make tke 
manifestations elevating or frivolous. 

If there is power in the circle for bigber 
manifestations, such as trance, slate-writing, 
or materialization, it will be announced by the 
spirits in attendance, Itis best to let this an- 
nouncement come spontancousiy: and neither 
ask (oo maay questions concerning self, nor 
ask two questions ia one. They confcse and 
bring forth condictizg replies asd erroneous 
ones- Antalwavs remember that the investi: 
gation of the spiritual phenomeczais a science. 
Those who desire to dotuce a religion or phil- 
osophy fror it, may do so outside of the circle, 
Therefore leare ont all individual opinion dur 
ing the investigation, and simply study the
